POHLAHD, Or., April 28.—The indus- 


trial aimy at TrouUlatc this morning 
captured an engine, and hitching it on 
a freight train started east. TIio engine 
waa drawing a special car containing 
General Manager Dickcneon, General 
Superintendent It. W. Baxter and A. J. 
Boric, HBQiBtant superintendent. A spe- 
cial engine has just left Portland to 
bring the railway officials to the city. 
When last heard from the industrials 
had passed Hood river. Troopa have 
Iwen ordered from Fort Wfola Walla to 
intercept the train. 


TUB DAI.LRU, Or,, April 28.—The in- 


dustrials arrived at thia place at 3.15 
thia afternoon, after an uneventful run 
from Trontdale on their stolen Union 
Pacific train. The engine, which was 
run this far tender first, was turned and 
they hurriedly took water and coal and 
started east without stopping for pro- 
visions. United States Marshal Grudy 
is ten miles behind Lhein with a special 
train. 


I'oiiTLANi), Or., April 28.—The Union 


J'acific haa aide tracked all its trains 
and left the road open for the train p 
train. Governor Pennoyer, who is at 
Ashland today where he opened the 
campaign for the Populist party, refused 
to call upon the militia or United Ptatea 
troops to arrest the common wcalers.

The commonweal train was catiturud at 
Arlington ut 0.30 p.m. by United States 
troopa without resistance.

"Wlion the indus- 
trial came along it was forced to stop. 
The industrials, seeing the noldiera, ap- 
preciated tho uituation, and surrendered 
at once.

Mutes cavalry.

HOTEL BURNED. 


Guests Jump From the Windows 


and Are Killed.

Oharlca hotel ia now burning. The en- 
tire structure will probably go- 


XBW OBLIINB, April 28 —A lire start- 


ed in the kitchen of the St. Charles 
hotel about 11 o'clock tonight. Tho 
tire spread with great rapidity,-and tho 
Commerce Blreet aide was soon envel- 
oped. Every effort WUH made to awaken 
the occupants, but the ilames drove the 
tiremen back. Several persons wore aecn 
at the fourth-etory window on the Com- 
merce street aide, and one man jumped 
to the pavement and had his brains 
dashed out. He waa ao badly burned 
that he could not be identified. Lad- 
dera were placed against tlie lower atory 
windows and eevaml persons were taken 
out. Another man jumped and waa iu- 
Btautly killed. Tho flames wore con- 
fined to the reiir and side, and the stores 
on the Bt. Charles street side were 
saved. Most of thu guests were in the 
front rooms, and escaped. The loss of 
life will not be known until the ruins 
have been examined. The loss will 
reach #00,000.

KAN FIUNCIBCO, April 28.— At 8 o'clock 


this evening there was a crowd of 1,000 
or more persons around Col. Daniel 
Boonc's arena at tho Midwinter Fair 
grounds awaiting an opportunity to gain 
admission and witness the light between 
the man-eating lion "Parnel" and the 
bear "&iakyouf" which him bean ex- 
tensively advertised for some weeks 
past. However there was no apparent 
prospect that tho event would lake 
place. Col. Boonc's entire establish- 
ment was in the hands of the society 
for the prevention of cruelty to animals 
and hcBidcs a dozen ollicerfl of tho so- 
:I«t.v. there wore forty policemen pres- 
nt" 'Col. Hoono and his manager wore 
placed under arrest, at least technically, 
and neither they nor their employee 
were permitted to enter that part of the 
building in which the animals are kept 
in their cagea. 
. 
The entrance to tho largo cage in the 


center of the arena in which tho light 
was to have occurred was guarded by 
aevcral policemen, and other ollicera 
were stationed at every doorway. About 
thirty police guarded tho main entrance 
to the building. The police were pres- 
ent at the request of the Society for the 
Prevention ol Cnielty to Animals, and 
the olllrcrs of that society staled most 
positively that not only would a light 
between the lion and boar not be pi>r- 
mittcd, but they would not oven permit 
the usual nightly program in the arena.

fruit except apples were killed in thy 
southern part of Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio. Ten days, ago a cold wave from 
the aoutb prevailed for two days and 
killed all the peach budsintheArkunsaB 
valley. 
The general talk of commission men 


in the Middle Western states is that 
there will be a great demand for Cali- 
fornia fruit this year. 
He found that the .middle western 


railroads are exerting all manner of 
ways and means in drawing home seek- 
ers to Texas, and many are returning 
from there dissatiaGed 
The California exhibit at the World's 


Fair has made this state a great attrac- 
tion. 
The hard 
times of the east, 


coupled wilh Ihe reports of the Mid- 
winter Fair, have increased the demand 
for literature descriptive of California, 
its climate and productions. 


With regard to tho marketing of 


green fruit, he found that Eastern buy- 
ers desired no better opportunities than 
are furnished by the auction sale system 
which was established last year, by 
means of which they can purchase at 
rates cheaper than the grower can pro- 
duce the fruit for.
